RUSSIAN ALTRUISTS,

Queer Communistic Colony that Has

Recently Emigrated to Kngland,
Perhaps the strangest communistie

settlement in the world Is a colony of
Russluns who have recently emigrated
to the little village of Shepscombe, In
Gloueestershire, Epglaml. They occu-
py o farm of about 100 acres, and live
In cottages  round about, men and
wotnen together In complete Tolstolnn
equallty. Nome of them are cultured
men, one belng a doctor of philosophy.
The doctor of philosophy purchased
the farin, bud as the possession of land
or auny other materinl advantage Is
oppozed to thelr doctrine that land and
life should be free as ale to all, the
title deeds were destroyed. 1f the cok
ony should ever leave it Is supposed the
land will belong to anybody who likes
to #elze (6. The men, for the most part,
simply wear n ghirt, open at the neck,
and knickerbockers or lnen trousers,
with sandals on thelr feet. The women
are dressed In very short pinafore
dresses, open at the neck, and sun-
bonnets: but “rational dress” 1s adapt-
ed by them on more coretmonious occR-
slong, One or two hnve short halr,
one wenrs her haie curlell and colled In
the present fashion, and two wear their
halr in a pigtail, and, clothed in butch-
er's-blue plnafores, look very like Chi-
nese women, They have oo laws, no
rules; each one is to be a law to him-
self, and they trust that thelr prinelple
of good-will to men will keep them
right. In accordance with these views
they reject all marriage ceremonies,
Thelr resources in the form of hard
coln are, It 1s sald, nearly exhausted;
but so far from causing anxiety this
merely fires thelr enthuslasm for altru-
ism and equality. The essence of their
communism I to let to-morrow take
wure of Itself.
